Gent lemen :- 


It is, I assume, unnecessary for me to give you a detailed description 
of the DICTIONARY OF NUMISMATIC TERMS on which I have been engaged for many 
yeers and which is now completed. Suffice it to say that it is the most com 
prehensive work of the kind that has ever been compiled, and I am offering it 
to you first as I think that the American Numismatic Society should be identified 
with its publication. 


In my experience with public libraries I find that they invariably 
purchase a book of reference, and in some instances more than one cony. A Work 
ho and its sale is not limited to 
Mh pei Be 93 ps ae ait ee plang Rg: er tty it will only be necessary to 
orint a vreliminary prospectus or circular with specimen pages and an order 
form attached and mail it to the 6000 and more libraries in the United States. 
As to details: 


SIZE OF THE BOOK= I am submitting the letters A and B, which roughly 
estimated constitute between one sixth and one seventh of the entire work, When 
these are set in type the number of pages can be approximately computed. The 
size of reference books is usually octavo, i.@.about the format of the British 
Museum Catalogues. 


PRICE- The price, based on any number of copies, plus binding, can also 
be estimated from the specimen pages. Of course there should be two prices, 
the purchaser of a single cony naying the regular retail figure, and the dealer 
or bookseller who purchases three or more copies receiving the customary discount 
of twenty percent. 


ROYALTY = While the exact amount of labor involved cannot be definitely 
det€rmined as the work was occasionally suspended, I consider a fair renumeration 
to be a royalty of one dollar on each of the first two thousand conies sold, i.e. 
$2000. in all. After that the book is to become the sole property of the American 
Numismatic Society. The sale price can be so arranged as to include this royalty 
which will later on represent 2 profit to the Society. The above mentioned 
labor is of course exclusive of the proof reading of the entire work, which [I will 
undertake to do. 


SUMMARY = The volume should be printed from plates, and not from type 
set up and then distributed, the latter method preventing a future imprint in case 
the issue is exhausted. The prefatory matter I will submit to you later. This 
consists of an introduction, a list of authorities consulted, a table of abbre— 
viations used in mumismatics, etc. 


In conclusion [I would request that the manuscript herewith submitted be 
not texen out of the Society's building, as I have no other cony.
